Messrs. Kam, Supper, and Brackaer, who 
embarked for Java at the close of the year, 
1813, arrived at. Batavia on the 26th of May 
1814. They were most kindly received by 
Rev. Dr. Ross, the venerable Datch minis- 
ter of the city, and introduced by him to his 
Excellency Gov. Ruffles, who treated him 
in the most polite and condescending manner, 
and they had the pleasure of witnessing soon 
after their arrival in the Governour’s house, the 
establishment of an Auxiliary Bible Society 
of which Mr. Supper, one of the Missjona- 
ries, was appointed Foreign Secretary. 

Dr. Ross lost notime in disposing of the 
brethren, so that they might be usefully em- 
pleyed. Mr, Kam was directed to Armboyna 
to oe . the Dutch Church, while he is 
engaged in learning the Malay language, there 
teen a scumreantion in that island’ which 
understands no othertongue. Part of the is- 
land is inhabited by Chinese.
